HUERTA IS VERY HARD. UP 
Mexican Provisional Preaident: Sum- 
xions the Biggest Bank Managers 
to Him and Explains Why They 
Must Give Him Money—Gen.

MEXICO'CITY, Nov. 29. — The 
town of Mazatian, the most import- 
ant port on the west coast, was cap- 
tured by the rebols Thursday, accord- 
ing to authoritative information re- 
celved here yesterday. It is belleved 
that the foreigners reaident’at that 
port -were uninjured, as several at- 
tacks recently made there has result- 
ed in a general exodus on the part 
of foreigners and many Mexicans. 
Practically every boat leaving carried 
a full ist, including many foreigners. 
The capture of thig port is considered 
extremely important in view of the 
fact that this practically isolates the 
west coast, giving the rebels control 
of the entire State of Sinaloa. 

Huerta Needs Money. 

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 29. — Provi- 
ai nal President * tiuerta summoned 
the managers of the Banx of Lon- 
don & Mexico and the National Bank 
before him yesterday afternoon and 
explained to them the necessity of 
thelr financial assistance to meet the 
obligation of the National Railways 
on Dec. 10. Interest payments on 
the railways, duo Dec. 1, aggregate 
801,000 pesos gold. It was to raise 
this amount and the Interest pay- 
ments maturing Jan. 15 that E, N. 
Brown, president of the National 
Rallways, went to New York re- 
cently, 

The gross earnings of the railways 
since December, 1912, show a de- 
crease of practic:ily 15,000,000 pesos 
gold. Losses on fixed charges and 
on property, track aad equipment ag- 
gregate many millions additional. 

Failure to meet the payments in 
December would, it is claimed, give 
the right of foreciosure, but as such 
action would have to de brought In a 
Mexican court, becaure the company 
ls a Mexican corporation, the dim- 
culties to be encountered dre obvious. 

Like Gen. Jose Gonzalez Sales after 
the battle of Rellano in March, 1912, 
Gen. Antonio Rabago, military gov- 
ernor of the State of Tamaulipas, kill- 
ed himself after losing Victorla, the 
capital. 

The suicide of Gen, Rabago is not 
admitted by the Government, but the 
news Is contained in a private tele- 
gram to his relatives here, who do 
not question its authenticity. Gen. 
Rabago as a military governor, was 
responsible for the garrison when 
Victoria was attacked by the rebels 
on Nov. 17.

CANNOT FiX PRICE. 


Hon, Mr. Pelletier and Railways <n 
Deadlock Over Postal Carriage. 
OTTAWA, Nov. 29.—The confer- 

ence between the railways and ‘the 
Pozstmaster-General broke up again 
yesterday witbovt a decision having 
been reached as to the price the De- 
partment will pay for the carriage 
of the malls, The rallways want the 
amount Increased to six million dol- 
lars, to include parcel post, and to 
cover the loss which their express 
business will suffer. 

The Postmaster-General! is not dis- 
posed to make so large a payment, 
for on the payment depends the rate 
which the Department will charge the 
public for the postage of parcels. An- 
other conference will be held shortly. 

Each side is compelled, from the 
very nature of the situation, to fight 
for the best possible arrangement 
with the other. The Poatoffice Depart- 
ment naturally expects to increase 
the present payment of $2,000,000 
yearly to the railways in viow of the 
enormous increase of mall matter 
that will follow the {inauguration of 
the parcel post. But it does not want 
to pay so much, however, that the 
parcel post rates would be so high as 
to make it a disappointment to the 
public. 

The Canadian Pacidc Railway has 
a separate status regarding carriage 
of malls, and the present negotiations 
are with the Grand Trunk, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the New .ork Central, 
the Canadian Northern and the Que- 
bec Central Railways.

Commanding U.S. Troops Finds 
it Impossible 'to Keep Munitions 
From Belng Sent to Rebels. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—How the 
American border patrol bas found It 
well nigh impossible to enforce the 
embargo against the shipment of 
arms and ammunition into Mexico, 
was described in a report from Brig. 
Ceneral Bliss, commanding the forces 
on the border, made public yesterday 
at the War Department. Practically 
the entire population along the inter- 
national line, the repor’ sald, is in 
sympathy with the Mexican rebels, 
and as the result, large quantities of 
war munitions have been smuggled 
across In spite of the unceasing vigi- 
lance of the troopers. 
* Gen. Bliss complained of the 
vagueness of the law declaring In- 
structions to the army are so general 
that too much of a task was imposed 
upon the troopers and junior officers. 
He recommended that two of the beat 
equipped officers of the Government's 
legal force be sent down to travel 
along the line and decide question of 
doubtful rights and powers. 

In this connection the general re- 
ferred to Instructions sent to him 
last June to hold troops in readiness 
to go to the ald of the threatened 
American consular representative a 
Piedras Negras. For several days the 
general pointed out the question of 
possible peace or war rested entirely 
upon the discretion of this consul, as 
{t was a foregone conclusion that the 
American soldiers would have had to 
fight their way into Mexico if the ne- 
cessity of protecting the consulate 
had arisen. 

The necessity of keeping a consid- 
erable proportion of the U. S. army 
on the border for an Indefinite period 
was forccast in the report. Gen. Bliss, 
who has been on the line ever since 
the beginning of the Madero revolu- 
tion, called attention to the fulfilment 
of his prediction that the breaking up 
of Orozso's army last year into small 
bands would not restore peace, be- 
cause tp jalarse tet element 
among the tregps Bot consent 
to return to cnet ocations.

on, » . 

Capt. Alex, Lawson, who navigated 
the lakea for many years in salling 
craft, sald that vessels should be 
compelled to use shifting boards. He 
thought, too, if some of the wooden 
Hfeboats carried on some of the 
freighters were put into the water 
they would not float; the metallic 
boats were better. There appeared 
to be no boat drill, and the men w’ > 
sall the freighters nowadays would 


not be able to handle thc boats if] bile. 


they got them launched. Goderich 
harbor, he sald, should be widencd 
and deepened and with the comple- 
tion of the breakwater it would be a 
good harbor. 

William Allan of the Toronto office 
of the Dominion meteorological ser- 
vice gave some very interesting teati- 
mony. He said the heavy gale signal 
was up at all ports on the lakes from 
Nov. 7 to Nov. 10, and the forecasts 
sent out predicted strong winds and 
snow.

On 
Saturday night the forecasts were not 
sent out, as the telegraph offices clos- 
ed early and were ne! open regularly 
on Sunday. Accordingly, when ,the 
storm abated on Saturday, Nor. 8 
(this storm was felt chiefly on Lake 
Superior), there was no way of giv- | 
ing mariners a warning of the great 
storm that came on Sunday. The 
witness maintained, however, that as 
the heavy gale signal —as still up thie 
sbould have served as a warning. 
Since the storm the meteorological ) 
office has been sending the Saturday 
night forecast to the wireless station | 
at Midland, where It could be com- 
municated to vessels having wireless

When he was released yesterday, 
Derosch looked for the firat time on 
an electric street car and an automo- 
As he was leaving ‘he big gate 
of the prizon an automobile passed, 
Derosch sprang back and broke away 
from his escort, trying to get behind 
the walls of the prison. A street car 
then passed and the aged prisoner 
showed the same signs of terror. He 
was taken to the G.T.R. station on 
the street car, but for a time he re- 
fused to go near the ca-. 

When Derosch came to the peni!- 
tentiary he was placed fn the insane 
ward, where he was confined for elght 
years. His condition Improved and 
for about twent~ years he-has been 
acting as a “trusty.” He has been a 
model prisoner. Derosch secured his 
pardon through the efforts of the Sal- 
vation Army, who will care for him 
in Toronto.

The arguments by which M. Benard sus- 
dains his thesis are at once interesting and novel. 
England, ashe dem»nstrates, and it needson- 
ly the citation of the figures of British com- 
merce to prove it, has become almost wholly 
_ dependent upon foreign cquntries for her food 
supplies. She draws from the wheat countries 


of easte-n Europe and from the two Americas 


for bread and from Australia and the United

GRAVE CRISIS IN SIGHT 


Effort of Government to Exempt New 
Military Loan From Taxation Falls 
by Reason of Coalition of Radi- 
cals and Socialists — France 
~ Now In Worst Fix In Many 

Years, Say Politicians, 


PARIS, Dec. 3.—Promier Barthou 
was defeated, 220 to 165, in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday after- 
noon, on the question of whether the 
new loan of $260,000,000 should be 
subject to taxation or Immune like 
the existing rentes. 

As soon as the vote placing the 
Government in the minority by 25 
was read, the Ministers left the 
chamber in a body and proceeded to 
Elysee Pa:ace, whera they handed 
their resignations to President Poin- 
care. 

The Ministry, headed by J. Louis 
Barthou, after a long and .igorous 
defence, fell as tie result of the com- 
bined attacks of the recently reorgan- 
led Radicals, under ex-Premier Cail- 
loux, and the Socialists, led by M. 
J.urez. The Government, by a nar- 
row margin Monday, was victorious 
in a trial of strength against the 
Opposition, the new loan being ap- 
proved by a vote of 291 to 270. 

The debate yesterday was on the 
quest’on of extending to the new loan 
the same immunity fiom taxation as 
enjoyed by the old rentes end the 
Government again made it a question 
of a vote of confidence, The Opposi- 
tion urged that to exemp: the new 


rentes would enable those Investing | - 


exclusively in these to evade unfairly 
the projected Income tax. 

Premler Barthou and M. Dumont, 
the Minister of Finance. made elo- 
quent nppeals to the chamber to e- 
spect the traditional :mmunity of the 


* reites. To tax 1 7tes, they declared, 


would deal a deadly blow to th- fin- 
anclal prestige of France. But their 
appeals fell on deaf ears. The sitting 
grew more uproario.s, and frequent- 
ly the President rang his bell In vain 
attempt to obtain order. The result 
of the vote was greeted with wild 
cheering by the members of «e Op- 
position, while the Government fo ces 
appeared greatly depressed.

The bureau of 
food supply of the New York asso- 
ciation for improving the condition of 
the poor has been conducting.a cost 
of Ilving enguiry and made public a 
report yesterday showing that 61 
cents represents the cost of the food 
on {ts arrival at the terminal mar-

The remedy, the report asserts, {s 
a@ reorganization of the food distribu- 
tion system based on the result of 
careful experiments with the econo- 
mic efficiency of various methods of 
retail distribution.

Elihu Root and Betgian Senator Get 
Nobel Awards. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Dec. 11. 
—tThe Nobel peace prete for 1912 was 
conferred yesterday on Senator Elihu 
Root of New York, and that for 1913 
on Senator Henri La Fontaine, Bel- 
gium, who was formerly’ president of 
the-Permanent International Peace 
Bureau of Berne, Switzerland. 

As no Nobel peace prize had been 
awarded last year tiere were two for 
disposal this year, 
worth $40,000. 

The report of the committee, which 
was read by the secretary yesterday, 
refers to Ellhu Root’s eminent merits 
in the pacification of th: Philippines 
and Cuba, and in the handling of the 
American-Japanese dispute, It praises 
his bigh political and international:

SUBMARINE RAMMED. 


For First Time Such an Accident Is 
Without Fatalities. 

LONDON, Dec. 11—The submarine 
Ci4 was sunk in collision with the 
barge Plymouth last night. The of- 
cera and crew were rescued. This is 
probably the first time that a sub- 
marine has been rammed and sunk 
without loss of life, The submarine 
was returning to headquarters at 
Devonport with other submarines be- 
longing to the third flotilla. 

While traveling on the surface a 
short distance from the entrance of 
Devonport harbor the hoppers of the 
barge struek the C14 on the port side 
aft, causing a rent [n the plating.

Now Owns Street Cars, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.

behalf of the Government, asked Mr. 
Evans about his visi: to London te 
seu sbares In he Naticnal Land & 
Frait Packing Co. This is the com- 
pany in which over $500,000 has 
been sunk, and against which there 
is a mortgage of $20,000. A total of 
$729,000 of stock was offered, and 
only $150,000 sold. The Agency 
Land Co. had conveyed leaseho]' and 
freehold properties to the National 
Trust Co., but no deeds were signed 
sald Mr. Evans, y 

The estimated cost of the land con- 
sisting of orchards, was some £76,- 
000, but only $484 was actually paid, 
or about one-tenth of one ver cent. 

“All the cash, put into this land 
when the prospectus went to the 
English investor was only $484; 
spent in securing options?” asked Mr. 
























“What do you zay to this state- 
ment, that the co ipany owns 9,000 
acres of orchards, whe. only $484 
was paid on it?” asked Mr, Masten. 

“The fact -nat there was a mort- 
gage on it did not affect the owner- 
ship of the property.”

U. S. Admiral Fletcher Puts End 
to Firing at Tampico.

REFUGEES LEAVING CITY

Foreigners Are Secking Safety on 
Board Steamers Off ‘Tampico— 
Fierce Anillery Duel Has Been 
Going on In the Vicinity But 
- Mty Itself In Little furt— 
Reinforcements on Way. 


MEXICO CITY. Dec: 13.—Rear- 
Admiral Fletcher, commander of the 
American naval forces in Mexican 
waters, yesterday orderej the rebels 
and Federals fighting at Tampico to 
cease firing, threatening to open on 
them with the guns of the gunboat’ 
Wheeling ff his order was not obeyed. 
Both sides complied with the order. 

This information {s contained in a 
despatch received last night by Sir 
Lionel Carden, the British Minister, 
from Admiral Sir Richard Christo- 
pher Craddock of the British cruiser 
Berwick, which is lying off Tampico. 

The Federals hold the centre of the 
town of Tampico and the waterfront. 
Rear Admiral Fletcher has ordered 
foreigners to take refuge on board 
ships, or to congregate on the water- 
front, where they wil] be under the 
protection of hia guns. 

At the Mexican War Office it was 
announced that 800 additional troops 
bad been despatched from Vera Cruz 
to ald in the defence of Tampico. 
Reinforcements, it was added, also 
had been sent to the besieged town

The Mexican gunboat Bravo ts 
playing an important part in standing 
off the rebels who tre attacking Tam- 
pico, the warabip directing {ts fire 
from the river at the Insurgent pos!- 
tions on the other side of the town. 

In splte of the heavy tring of both 
the Federals and rebel# in .be Tam- 
pico battle, Ittle daciage has been 
done to the city, according to private 
telegrams recelved here yesterday, on 
account of the long range at’ which 
the engagement In being fought. 

The fighting Thursday was confin- 
ed to the vicinity of Dona Cecilia, a 
suburb three miles east of Tampico 
where are located ol} refineries, ship- 
ping wharves and rallroad yards.

God takes thought respecting the 
Divine plans and arvangements.

While anxious care was not to be 
exercised respecting temporalities, 
great care was to be exercised in re- 
spect to anything appertaining to the 
Kingdom.

They Are Improperly Treated Do- 
clares Dr. E. H. Young. | 


KINGSTON, Dec. 15.—The treat-| 
ment of insane convicts in the peni- 
tentiary was severely arraigned by 
Dr. E. H. You: g, assistant superin- 
tendent of. Rockwood Hospital for 
the Insane, «yho read his report be- 
fore the Prison Reform Commission 
Saturday. Dr. Young waa engaged 
by the commission to make the re- 
port. He declared that he fount 
things In a most unsatisfactory con- 
dition, a condition that was a disgrace 
to the country. 

Dr. Young testified that there were 
80 to 100 insane convicts in the pen!- 
tentlary and for lack of understand- 
ing of mental nursing the guards mis- 
take symptoms of insanity for mal- 
ingering laziness and surlinees.

A guard, Dr. Young sald, infor:ncd 
him that unruly ratients were plac-

open. This fact was very cleverly brought out 
by Mr. Northrup in an investigation conducted 
by himself at Ottawa. The payment was called 
to the attention of the then minister of railways. 
Hon, Geo. P. Graham, and Mr. Northrup made 
a plucky fight to have the Liberal Government 
compel the Grand Trunk Co. te carry out its 
pledges. 

The Ontario made an extended report of 
of Mr.:Northrup’s efforts in behulf of his con- 
stituents, and went out ofits way to compliment 
the member for East Hastings upon the cour- 
age and zeal he had shown. We further went 
$o far as to condemn the insufficient and weak- 
kneed apology made by Mr. Graham and his 
colleagues. 

Mr. Northrup at the nomination meeting 
held at Madoc on Sept. 14, 1911, was reported 
as saying that ifhe and the party he supported 
were returned to power there would be an im- 
mediate redressing of the wrong that his con- 
stituents in the vicinity of Madoc had so long 
been suffering under.

Gchmidt’s Defence Is Presented In

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Mr. Olcott, 
counsel for Hans Schmidt, told the 
fury yesterday that he would show 
that In 1904 Schmidt got In trouble In 
Germany for a foolish and profitless 
forgery and only escaped punishment 
by his father’s promise to put him in 
an asylum.

Heinrich Schmidt, the father, was 
the firat witness for the defence. He 
{fs a prosperous-looking man of 
about 65 years. He described himse./ 
as a railroad Inspector. 

The father described how at the 
early age of elght the prisoner ex- 
hibited marked religious pecullari- 
ties. ‘He erected an altar an. kept 
the vestments of a priest in his room. 

“He used to catch his mother’s 
geese,” sald ‘Xe father, “and cut off 
their. heads. These he would put in 
his pocket and then play with the 
blood, imitating religious ceremon- 
fes."”

“We ask that all foodstuffs be plac- 
ed on the free list as we believe that 
the taxing of food is a crime against 
humanity. The crying need of Canada

We have in the past. complained of our com- 
pirative lack: of large. industries but in times of 
depression we are not ‘confronted with. the 
problem: : of: maintaining: great numbers of 
“workmen for whom:there is no work. 
We have therefore. this Christmastide, 
svecial reason in this city and district, for con- 
- “-gratulation Sand thankfulness, There is not 
+ the abounding prosperity. that was previously 
ours, but there is nothing upproaching real 
suffering or want. 

These periods of depression,’ which always 
come sooneror later, are not unmixed evils. 
They at least serve to check crazy speculations. 
gluttonous extravagance and unsound methods 
of business. 

And while providence has been wonder- 
fully kind to the Canadian pecple, we, must not 

 forget-that providence is also infinitely just. 
Plan as cunningly as we may we cannot defeat 


the stern. decees of nature.. Many of. us had 
come to believe that we could create wealth by 


sitting’ down and trading town tots with one 
another as boys trade jack-xnives. We thought 
by devious speculation to land ourselves in that 
elysium where honest toil is no longer necess- 
ary. Our awakening has been somewhat rude, 
but the awakening had to come sooner or later, 
and in the end it will be better for us.

At Birmingham, England, recently a mo- 
tor car killed a victim through high speed, and 
the coroner offered in consolation the remark 
that we used to fear bicycles justas we do mo- 
tor cars now. He hinted that bicycle accidents 
proved fewer than anticipated and so will the 
automobile do less damage as the peuple be- 
come accustomed to it. 

s The motor car has had ten years of prac- 
tice and accidents are increasing rather than 
diminishing. London statistics ;rove that ac- 
cidents have trebled since the speed limit was 
raised. 

There is the general statement that we must 
pay a certain price for speed and that is true. 
But it would carry more forze if the ownér of 
the car paid that price. Now it is the person. 
who owns no car suffers the penulty of speed, 
while thei owner is only discomforted when an 
accident occurrs. Of the dozen cases of near 
accident which the foot passenger escapes, the 
owner suffers no particular discomfort. 

While it is true that the public should Jean 
to accommodate itself to the motor, itis true 
that the motor must learn to accommodate it-

MONTREAL, Dec. 20.—Early yes- 
terday the largest gang of counter. 
felters ever arreated in this .part;of 
the country was taken Into custody in 
a farm house five miles from the vil- 
lage of Lavaltrie.) They were rou"d- 
ed up by. Dominion and’ provincial 
police, led» by Inspector Parkinson 
and Chief McCaskell. 

Fire men were taken into Sastody 
in the farmhouse where the . plant 
was located, while the sixth member 
of the gang was arrested here by De- 
fective Lapoint, who was sent in from 
Joliette by Chief McCaskell to make 
the arrest. 

The men who were caught at the 
farmhouse and tak3n to the jail at 
Joliette were: Burtholomew Caron, 
' Frederick Eaton, Edouard Pariseau, 
Philip Bousquet ane Eugene Gagne. 
The man arrested here was Alfred 
Grenier, an-engraver in the emdloy 
of the Herald Publishing Company. 

Besldes the arrest.of the six men 
the police claim tp have seized a 
most elaborate ‘plant including as 
printing -preas, platee, spe~-ally. pre- 
jared paber and everything necessary 
for the counterfeiting of Unitec 
States ten-dollar certificates, 

Chief McCaskell stated last night 
that the farmhouse where. the gang 
operated was ftted up jike an arsen- 
al. Shotguns and revolvers with 

plenty of, ammunition were: found, 
and the gang evidently intended to 
put up a battle had they not been 
taken by. surprise, It was before 
dawn when the police reached. the 
house. They smashed down the doors 
and rushed Into the houso with drawn 
revolvers and were upon the counter- 
feiters almost before one of them 
could make a move to get out of bed. 

The raiders left Montreal Thyre- 
day night and got off at L’Epiphan'e, 
where :hey secured warrants for the 
arrest of the quintette, Then they 
left for Lavaltrie, where they remain- 
ed until four o’clock in the morning. 
Confronted by revolvers in the hands 
of the police the counterfeiters be- 
came convinced that it would be 
useless to show fight. Every weapon 
in the house was reized and ‘bh. five 
men were forcec to dreas, 

Tle printing press, plates, paper 
and all the counterfelting outfit 
found {n the house, as well as the 
guna and revolvers belonging to the 
gang, was loaded into a farmer's wag- 
on and taken to Lavaltrie to be ship- 
ped to Jollette,. where it will be used 
as evidence against the gang when 
they are arraigned In court to-day. 

Inspector Parkinson believes a 
flood of thousands of bogus $10 and 
$100 0. 8. dills bas been issued. 

Complaints about the bogus bills 
were received by the Canadian Treas- 
ury Department at Ottawa from To- 
ronto, Ottawa, Hamilton and most 
of the other big cities in Canada, 
Montreal appearing to be the distri- 
buting centre of a gang working 
with the counterfeiters at Joliette.

The House limited the rediscount 
of commercial paper at the regional 
banks*to that maturing in 90 days; 
ths Senate provided that 180-day 
agricultural paper could be accepted 
under certain limitatiuns. 

The gold reserve required of the 
regional banks against circulating 
notes was placed at 33 1-3 per cent. 
by the House and 40 per cent. by the 
Senate. Banks would be permitted 
to loan on five-year farm inortgages 
by the Senate bill, on one-year mort- 
gage by the House bill. 

Senator La Follette proposed two 
amendments just before the bill came 
to a vote, which caused a wild sensa- 
tion. One of them was written Into 
the bill and the other rejected by an 
overwhelming vote. 

The first provided that “‘No United 
States Senator or representative in 
Congrees shall be a member of the 
Federal reserve board, a director in 
a Federal reserve bank or an officer 
or director of any member bank.” 

This amendment was adopted with- 
out a roll call. The second amend- 
ment (rejected) provided that no 
member of the Federal reserve board, 
any officer or director of a regional or 
member bank should be a director or 
officer of any other bank, trust com- 
pany, or insurance company.

the original, much too prosy to sult the youngsters of the 
present.

pretty nearly all the virtues of the calendar, with plen- 

fel warnings on what will happen to those who fail

Like the yuletide tree, we have really inherited our 
holiday tales from Germany. As it stands st present, 
English is probably as rich tn Christmas Uterature as 
any language, Dickens made the Christmas story his 
own, Thackeray end a good many other writers have 
turned thelr hands to !t on occasion.

The same can hardly be said of the continents) lan- 
guages in general. French, for instance. has no such 
array of holiday Nterature, Daudet, Coppee and Paul 
Arene have produced some Christmas stories that per- :

The world’s gold production has been in- 
“creasing of lateata phenomenalrate. Canada 
alone last year produced more gold than was 
produced by the entire world in 1801. This 
country produced nearly double the quantity of 
the yellow metal that was produced by the en- 
tire world in 1701. In the first year of the pres- 
ent century the world’s output of gold was 
$254,566,000, or more than twenty times the 
output of the first year of the preceding century. 
The world’s output for last year was 466,512,- 
000 almost double the output .of twelve years 
before. Africa alone produced nearly $206,- 
000,000, worth of precious metal last year, not 
so very much short of the world’s production 
twelve years before. And Africa’s production 
The gold bearing reef of the 
Rand alone is 45 miles long, 22 miles wide, and 
shows no sign of failure at a depth of 3,000 to 
3,500 feet. One authority estimates that there 
is enough gold deposited inthat one place to 
supply each individual on earth with $30,000 
worth.

A high court judge wears gorgeous 
robes made of silk, trimmed with er- 
mine, costing anything fror> $150 to 
$500, On state occasions-the high 
court judge carries a three-cornered 
hat, but this is never worn by him. 

A i.C.'’s gown Is of black silk, but 
an ordinary barrister ls not permitte. 
to wear a allk gown. His ls made of 
alpaca, or some such material known 
in the legal profession as “‘stud.”

Mr. Rykert was the son of George 

Rykert, U. E.. Loyalist, who came

builder of the first Welland Canal. He 
was educated at Upper Ganada Col- 
ee and called at Osgoode Hall in 
He was a promincnt horticulturtat, 
and was one of the pioneers fn the 
‘frult growing tndustry.

A FAMOUS CHIMNEY 


A Fine Plece of Architecture Was 
Bullt on a Mil 


Halifax, Yorkshire, England, has a 
famous mill chimney built by a gentle 
man keenly interested in architecture, 
It was a Mr. Walnbouse who built this 
huge stone octagon chimney and pro 
vided. it with a handsome stone top.

The chimney was 
pever used, for Mr. Wainhouse sold 
his dyeworks before it was completed. 
This Octagon Tower stands on the 
edge of the Calder Valley, and is a 
striking landmark for miles, 

West riding folk called it “Wain 
house's Folly.” They could not under 
stand anyone spending money to make 
@ mill chimney handsome. Mr, Wain 
house also spent a huge amount tn 
adding to his cottage property hand- 


some railings, good porches, and well’ 


designed chimneys. One row of hum 
ble houses has @ gallery, towers, and 
bridges worthy of a college. The 
Ootagon Tower is considered by some 
judges to be the finest plece of an 
chitecture in the town.

‘ncrea “ng. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1912, It appears that 
the birth rate exceeded by 1,102 the 
fo + by deat) and emigration. For 
the same time the deaths from all 
causes were the lowest since 1871. 
and the Infant mor‘allty the lowest 
fo recorded, being only 86 in every 

000 . 


“The copulation of Ireland was at 
high-water mar: fu 1841, the official 
Sgures for that year being 8,175,- 
124." says Mr. Kilkenny. “Between 
1841 and 1851 the loss by death and 
emigration amounted to over 1,600,- 
000. Census statistics for the tev 
years ended ip 1861 showed a de- 
crease of over 11 per cent.; In 1874, 
the returns showed a 6 1-2 per cent.

FLYING THE FLAG 


All Flags May Not be Holsted by the 

General Pubilt 

There are quite a number of people 
whom an excess of enthusiasm may 
lead into committing an offence 
against the law. On red-letter days 
many a flag is hoisted which ought 
not to be, and comparatively few 
peagle are aware of the restrictions 
on this point. The whole matter was 
laid down by an Order in,ouncil 
dated November 6th, 1800. ‘This still 
Temains in force. The most important 
point to be remembered is thet the 
Royal Standard is the personal flag 
of the Sovereign. It is hoisted where 
the Sovereign is residing, and no- 
where else, with a few exceptions, 
such as certain fortresses on Royal 
anniversaries or State occasions, as 
laid down In the Royal Regulations. 
The Union Jack is the flag of the 
whole nation, and anyone may fly it. 

For over two centuries ths British 
Fleet consisted of three, divisions— 
the red, the white and the blue—and 
each division flew an “Ensign” of a 
corresponding color, the white ensign 
being incorporated with the “St 
George's Cross.” These divisions 
were abolished in 1864, but the White 
Ensign was still retained for the fleet.
